THE JAPANBSE TARIFF. 


An official statement ia published rogardin, 
the new Japanese tariff. Questions were ask: 
in the House of Commons some weeks ago 
indicating the ‘Jierelence of an improssion that 
the new ecale of duties. would bear hardly on the 
commercial intoresta of this country, The 
Japanese have contended, on the other hand, 
that the changes are on the whole to the: 
advantage of British interazts. Whotever'may 
be. the effects on British trade the. changes 
have’ been. made without ony regard to 
tho: immediate possibility of reciprocal . or 
retaliatory action on the part of this country, 
unless the prospect of Tariff Reform in the near 
future has—ss in the recont case of France—~ 
been kept in viow by those responsible for tha. 
revision. Says The Times: —Under present oon 
ditions, whilo the apocial interests of every othi 
leading: country are carefully considered on the 
oocasions~tis_country must take. its ‘cha 
being s negligible factor in commorcial negotis- 
tions despite tho fnot that its trade: is the largest 
of all, “In its official statomont tho Japanese 
‘Foreign Office ploads that thio now duties, though 
higher than tho old, are lowor thanthey legally 
might have heen, and that by contrast with tha 
high tariffa of the Protectionist count 208 
Burope and Amerios” they are tantamoun 
“Free Trade.” Tariff Reformers in this country 
would be very glad to have the Japanese idea of 
Free Trade accepted hero, for then the_ Fre 
Traders would no longer have any foult to find 
swith the Tariff Reform proposals,. “The re- 
quirements of national finance and the dovelop- 
ment of domestio industries” aro declared to be 
the objects of the present rovision, ‘| hey are 
identical with tho national. reasons for Tarif 
Reform in this coantry—increase of revenue 
with inoidentel protection of homo industries. 
So long us revelne is amain object the rates of 
daty cannot -be. raised to a prohibitive scale, 
though they may, ia the opinion of the Japanese 
statesmen, be mado higher than hitherto. - 

Japan is ore of the many tantalising counties 
which has tobe explained away ‘by the -I'ree 
Traders. Like the ancient reprobates of 
Europe and the youthfal debauchees of the 
New World, sho “defies. the eternul verities 
by thriving on Protaction.: Approaching the 
Western World in a humble spirit of in- 
quiry, resolved to adopt whatever appeared . 
most useful it its notions! civilisations, sho 


‘has selected the system of raising revenue by 
duties én.compstitive imports as the best basis 


of State finances. . According to the doctrine 
which was —genoxally accupted as _goespel 
in this country up to ton years‘ ago, Japan 
ought. in consoquencs to ‘have gone -headiong 
into economic disustar and national bankruptcy. 
Tho destructive tendency of her fiscal heresy 
ought to have been accelerated by the additional , 
strain. of the exhausting war with Rossia, © 
which inoreased her. national debi from 50 to . 
220 millions sterling. But what ste tho facts? . 


“Though the war’ dslocated-hor commerce for 


a. considerable period—causing first ‘an un. 
natural “boom” and then  correspondiig, 
“glamp”—the statistios. of hor” economic 
development will. stand comparison with 
those of any. other country. Sinco 1903 her 
foreign trade has grown from 60 to 80 millions . 
sterling, the eapital invested in agriouliore and 
industry has been trebled, and the “tonnage 
of, the mercantile marine has’ been doubled: -
